HE Augusta Military Academy enjoyed one of the best seasons it has 
known in several years when it brought its football season to a glorious 
conclusion by trouncing Fishburne soundly to the tune of 32 to 7. It 
would be hard over a stretch of ten games to pick out individual stars, 
but the following men were outstanding: Bach, Malone, and Shaffer of 
4 the backfield; Capt. Payne, Harris W., Kelsey, and Byers in the line. All 
aI EY) of these stellar performers played consistently; at times brilliantly. 

On October 6th, Danville Military Academy was encountered on Lambeth Field, at 
the University of Virginia. The Danville team was large and well balanced and put up a 
tremendous fight for two quarters. After the half their defense wilted, due primarily to 
the poor physical condition of their players, allowing Shaffer to run up three touchdowns. 
Bach intercepted a Danville pass and ran for a touchdown but the score was disallowed; 
A. M. A. being off side. Malone featured in this game with several long runs. The final 
score: A. M. A. 20—Danville 0. 

The third game of the season was played on October 13th, at Fork Union. In Fork’ 
Union we encountered a much superoir team than we had anticipated. The team was well 
balanced, the line heavy but mobile, the ends big and fast, the backfield versatile and shifty. 
Their fight and determination was worth at least another man on the team. The only 
score of the game came when Shaffer blocked a Fork Union punt and immediately there- 
after Eanes slipped around our right end and scored on a wide end run. Kick after touch- 
down failed. The final score: A. M. A. 6—Fork Union 0. 

Woodberry Forrest was met the following Saturday and the resultant score was any- 
thing but a source of pride to the followers of Augusta. The first half was evenly played. 
A typical kicking game was resorted to with the odds slightly in favor of Shaffer. Early 
in the third quarter Woodberry caught Eanes up too close to his line and passed over him 
for twenty-five yards. With two yards to go for a score they pushed it over on the third 
down for the first score. Augusta’s morale seemed to have been dealt a staggering blow, for 
Woodberry marched straight down the field to a second touchdown. In the last two min- 
utes Woodberry recovered an A, M. A. fumble and scored again. The final score: A. M. 
A. 0—Woodberry 20. 


The Virginia Episcopal game this year was played at Lynchburg and resulted in the 
fourth A. M, A. victory in five starts. Virginia Episcopal completely outplayed us during 
the first half. The score at the half was 0-0. At the opening of the second half Byers, 
injured Peacock, but even though he was removed the Virginia Episcopal attack was sus- 
tained. The middle of the quarter found them on our ten yard line. They completed one 
tackle pass, and attempted another which was intercepted by Railey behind his own goal. 
Railey ran the whole length of the field for a touchdown. V. E. S. then elected to kick to 
us and Bach ran the kick off back through the whole team for a touchdown. After that 
Augusta scored almost at will. The final score: A. M. A. 34—V. E. S. 0. 

The game with Greenbrier Military School was the greatest game of the scason. The 
teams were pretty evenly matched and both sides played “heads up” football. Augusta drew 
first blood, scoring a touchdown in the first quarter on a split buck. Greebrier came back 
strong and rolled up three touchdowns in short order; the first, on a long pass to their left 
end standing in the end zone; the second on a recovered fumble and a fifty yard dash by 
Winters off tackle; and the third on a punt to Winters who returned it forty yards; and on 
the next play reeled off the remaining distance to the goal line. The score at the end of the 
third quarter was 19-7, in favor of the visitors. In the fourth quarter Back shot off left 
tackle for a touchdown, a beautiful run of sixty yards through a broken field. Shaffer 
missed the goal. With five minutes left to play Greenbrier punted to Railey who returned 
twenty yards. On a criss cross Shaffer ripped center for twenty more, and on the next 
play Bach galloped over for the third A. M. A. touchdown. Shaffer made good the goal. 
The score: A. M. A. 20—G. M. S. 19. 

The Massanutten game was a nip and tuck affair. Bliss starred for Massanutten, Shaf- 
fer and Bach for Augusta. Massanutten threatened at all times but was not able to put 
across a touchdown. The lone Augusta score resulted from a long pass, Railey to Bach 
who was downed on the three yard line. On a fake criss cross Shaffer slipped through 
center for six points and kicked the goal. The score: A. M. A. 7—M. M. A. 0. 

The traditional game with Fishburne of course closing with a crashing victory admir- 
ably topped off one of the greatest seasons ever enjoyed by an Augusta football team. Past 
defeats were avenged and obliterated in a deluge of touchdowns. There is no denying A, 
M. A. was primed for this game; the remarkable precision with which plays were executed 
the fierce charging, tackling and blocking displayed by eleven inspired men is ample evidence 
that upon this game alone the success of the season depended. 

Fishburne drew first blood, securing a touchdown in the first five minutes of play. Mar- 
tin returned Bach’s punt to midfield. Goldsmith, Fishburne’s star full-back, hit the A. M. 
A. line for fifteen yards and a first down. A pass Martin to Hoggard resulted in a touch- 
down after a pretty run by the latter. Fishburne made good the extra point. 

Goldsmith kicked short to Bovee who fell on the ball. On the first play Bach ran filty 
yards through the whole team for a touchdown. Try for point failed, but was awarded to 
A. M. A., as Fishburne was off sides. Fishburne received but could not gain and were forced 
to punt to Malone who returned twenty yards. On the first play Bach repeated his first run 
by racing through the whole Fishburne team fifty-five yards for a touchdown, Try for point 
failed. Near the end of the half Byers, Augusta left end picked up a fumble near mid-field 
and dashed over for the third A. M. A. touchdown. Shaffer’s toe added the extra point. 
The score at the half was A. M. A. 20—Fishburne 7. The third and fourth quarters each 
witnessed a single Augusta touchdown. In the third period after an exchange of punts in 
which Shaffer had a decided advantage over Goldsmith, Bach flipped a thirty-five yard pass 
to Kelsey who galloped unhindered across Fishburne’s goal line. Toward the end of the 
fourth period alternate dashes by Malone and Bach interspersed with an occasional thrust 
by Shaffer placed the oval on Fishburne’s twenty-five yard line. From this point of vantage 
Bach fought his way over on a single thrust for Augusta’s fifth and final touchdown. The 
tries for free point in the second half were unsuccessful. The final score: A. M. A. 32— 
Fishburne 7, 

Past defeats were swallowed up in victory.

Starting in a very inauspicious man- 
ner by losing to W. and L. freshmen, cancelling with Shenandoah Col- 
lege for reasons unavoidable, losing to Draper College of North Caro- 
lina, a close game, the team hit its stride and won from Vo. Je cats ‘by 
the decisive score of 45-19, Then followed a slump which put the back- 
ers of the Blue and White on uneasy street for quite some time, and that 
those who watched the team realized that it was improying under. the 
able guardianship of Major Roller and Captain Hodges. This was proved when Woodberry 
Forest’s hopes went sailing on the small end of a 32-26 score and some good old reyenge 
was taken on the school that unset our hopes for an undefeated football season.
